PROCESSING TRACK 

We use Multitrack Processing to process FOIA requests. The Simple track is for requests that 
can be processed in one to five workdays. The Normal track is for requests that can be processed 
in six to twenty workdays. The Complex track is for requests that can be processed in twenty- 
one to sixty workdays. The ExceptionaFVoluminous track is for requests requiring more than 
sixty workdays for processing. The Expedited track is for requests that have been granted 
expedited processing. Within each track, requests are usually processed on a first-in, first-out 
basis. Your request falls into the simple processing track. 

RESPONSE 

We are writing to both acknowledge and conclude our response to your request. Today, we are 
providing you with 26 pages, which are being released to you in full. 

We do not bill requesters for EOIA processing fees when their fees are less than $50.00, because 
the cost of collection would be greater than the fee collected. See 42 C.F.R. ^ 237(2) . Therefore, 
there is no billable fee for the processing of this request.
